Of Emilie Pitcock 


Although the Southeast Conference 
will feel a great loss in the departure 
of the Rev. Miss Emilie Pitcock from 
the Conference office, as Minister of 
Christian Education, the State of Geor- 
gia is gaining a very competent and 
diligent worker in its Social Service 
work with Families and Children Ser- 
vices and the Department of Human 
Resources. 

Emilie Piteock left a record of dedi- 
cated service to practically every phase 
of the services rendered by the Con- 
ference, but particularly that of Chris- 
tian Education and. youth work. She 
came to the Southeast Conference first 
as Minister of Christian Education in 
1961 and remained until the end of 
1963, at which time she accepted a po- 
sition at Christ’s First Presbyterian 
Church in Hempstead, New York, as 
Christian Education Minister there. But 
Atlanta and the South held a certain 
fascination for Emilie and in 1966 she 
returned to the Southeast Conference 
in the same position, and for the past 
six years has worked faithfully at her 
task, being involved in so many phases 
of ministry not normally expected of 
one in this position that we are prompt- 
ed to mention some of them:

State Park, Ozone, and Sumatanga 
Camps; Atlanta Resource Bank; Bir-

the Westminster Presbyterian Church 
on North Shore Drive. 

The most striking feature of the 
building is the full-length full-height 
skylight which provides a dramatic 
sweep to the interior of the building. 
A balcony surrounds two sides of the 
main sanctuary and a bridge across the 
center breaks the main floor into two 
portions: an entrance hall and lounge 
area and the main worship area. The 
roof is supported by open wooden 
beams coupled by heavy wood deck- 
ing. 

The remainder of the-building is ar- 
ranged on a split level styling with one 
level below the main floor and two a- 
bove. Although the style of the build- 
ing has been pointed to the new open 
flexible pattern in worship and in edu- 
cation, there are four enclosed spaces 
to provide a range of activities for 
various age levels. 

In the development of the building 
design a primary requirement was that 
the building should not be limited to a 
few hours of activity on Sunday, but 
that it should serve as an activity cen- 
ter for the community and to enable 
the congregation to sponsor special pro- 
grams in outreach and education. Be- 
fore the building was designed, a care- 
ful study was undertaken by task 
groups representing all phases of the 
church’s work and interests. Without 
waiting for the completion of the new 
building, a number of these special 
programs have already started. 

For almost three years now a group 
of seven or eight members have gone 
one evening a week to Eastern State 
to conduct classes in art. At the begin- 
ning, only a few patients came, but 
now each evening some twenty-five to 
forty take part. Other programs already 
going are the cooperative use of facili- 
ties with the Commission on Religion 
in Appalachia, sharing of facilities 
with Child and Family Services and 
work with the aging in cooperation 
with Uplands Retirement Center at 
Pleasant Hill, Tennessee. 

In addition, a program of kindergar- 
ten for physically handicapped child- 
ren is under consideration. Other long- 
er-range programs include ecumenical 
and interracial work with other 
churches and concern for underprivi- 
leged and minority groups and the eco- 
nomic problems of aging and minori- 
ties.

If your congregation is planning 
and working for a complete Christian 
Enlistment this year, you will realize 
that “three to get ready, and four to 
go...” refers to phases in the new 
Christian Enlistment process. Phase 
three, Designing the Budget, should 
now be complete, and phase four, Pro- 
moting the Enlistment, should be un- 
derway. 

The weeks seem to grow shorter be- 
tween the opening of school in Sep- 
tember and Enlistment Sunday, which 
is usually set for the second Sunday in 
November. The purpose of the crucial 
“phase four’ is to help every member 
of the congregation become more fully 
aware of the needs to be met by your 
church’s work, from local to worldwide 
mission. 

If, by chance, your congregation has 
not yet undertaken the Christian En- 
listment program, September is just 
about your last chance to do something 
new and creative to enliven your an- 
nual fund-raising efforts. 


A recent study of nearly 3,500 per- 
sons in the United States and Canada 
revealed that nearly half of the lay 
persons interviewed (48.5%) felt that 
a yearly visit to collect financial com- 
mitments or pledges for next year’s 
church budget is a good idea, and that 
13.5 percent increased their giving be- 
cause of such a visit.
